^Although we have been making 
paper for the last 1800 years it Is 
only within . the last five that we 
have begun to Investigate the factors 
whioh cause fibres to cling together," 
I stated Dr. W. Boyd Campbell, of 
the Forest Products research labora 
tories,'' in addressing the Chemical 
Society yesterday afternoon on "The 
Trend of Development In the Pulp 
and Paper Industry." The recent 
attacks by means of X-rays upon 
the problem of the crystal structure 
of cellulose cell walls have' been the 
first efforts In this . direction. 

Dr. Campbell prefaced his discus- 
sion of recent developments with a 
survey of the main facts of paper 
making. - There are three chief types 

of wood used in the Industry, which 

... . - 1 
'vary In the length of their fibres and 

In ' their resinous contont. . These 
woods ' can be treated by four dlf 
ferent methods. The first of these 
Is to reduce , them to pulp by grind 
ing. The other three processes con 
slat of treating the wood chips with 
chemicals, usually sulphites or caus 
tic soda, and boiling them for long 
perjpjjs of time. The papers pro 
driced vary from newsprint, which Is 
made from ' -ground wood and is 'ex- 
tremely weak, to wrapping, .papers 
which are "made from 'pulp "derived 
from long fibred softwoods by'means 
of the sulphate process.

' The era of Revolutions Is by no 
means over", affirmed Professor C. E. 
Fryer, of the Department of History, 
in an address on "The Two Révolu 
tions. of The 18th Century" at the T. 
M.H.A. Auditorium last night. v This 
was the 14th of a series of lectures 
under the auspices of the Adult Edu- 
cation Association dealing with the 
story of civilization which are held 
every Friday evening at the same 
place. 

At the outset Professor Fryer. ad. 
tnitted that revolution was at no timo 
a very genteel subject, but that rath 
er than emphasize the' "blood-red 
trail", he would approach the ques 
Hon from the point of ' view, of the 
mental reactions upon the people. 

American Revolt Unimportant 
The American and tho French Revo 
lutions were the sbbjects under con 
sideratlon. ProTésàor 

to general 



Fryer showed 
that, contrary ip/' general thought 
there was almost no connection what 
ever between those two movements 
other tliàn proximity of time. He 
summarily dismissed the American Re 
volution by pointing out that it was a 
slight and superficial matter compar 
ed with the deep import of the French 
uprising. 

Devoting the remainder .of the ad

, methods "the. sun's distance has been 
: found to be close' to" 03,000,000 miles' 
"When it is desired to measure the 
distance of the fixed stars it is found. 
tha{ no base line on earth can pos 
slble suffice.. Therefore, a diameter 
' of the earth's orbit, about 18é,000,000 
miles, la taken and by this means the 
distances of some two thousand fixed 
stars have been determined. The near- 
est star, Alpha Centaur! is about three 
hundred times farther from the earth 
than the sun. 

Professor Chant also . mentioned 
brlofly two other methods used for 
the measurement of celestial dis- 
■tances. The first was by means of

rpHIRTEEN years is the average use ut which 
boys want friendship, They aro _ passing 
through a very critical period in their lives. Phy- 
sical changes arouse their curiosity, and if this 
curiosity is supplemented by poor companions and 
an oversexed environment :the results may prove 
disastrous to the boy. A; tills age, also, the nor- 
mal' boy begins to develop a critical mind. Ho 
questions the authority of an old-fashioned re- 
ligidn; he- doubts tfie infallibility of the modern 
economic structure; he! suspects the unfairness of 
the existing sociaj order. 

But the boy of thirteen is appreciative of ad 
vice, ho welcomes information, and he swallows 
facts. He has reached tho age where he must 
have a cjium — lie needs' a pal— he seeks his 
•If the boy is blessed with a father of the chummy 
type he will spend his* free time In the company 
of his family friends, be will direct his energies 
In constructive channels, he will devote his critic- 
al mind to proper thoughts. Unfortunately the 
average boy of thirteen has really reached his 
"unlucky" age; he needs a chum, but'- Ills father 
heeds not; he waits à pal, .but his brother cares 
not; he seeks a ■hèro,' but his family supplies 
naught.

This seems to be tho prdpe?"4ïarHiîg pWtiftct 
us offer a guiding hand out of the wilderness in 
which our boys have lost themselves. We should 
adapt the diet to the constitution of the Individual 
ooy, but we muet include as adequate quantity of 
the proteins of "religion, the carbohydrates of 
soonomlcs,. the vitamines of sociology, and the 
Misymes of current events. Watch _the calories, 
wd be sure thai the boys develop 'muscles of 
iaefs 'rather than flabby bodies' of unrelated in- 
Sorm'a'tion. 

'Arid' now for the restoration of those privi- 
leges (for which they crave so much — a chum! a 
palUa hero! A chum doesn't exploit the energies 
of bfe friends for his own selfish ends; he co- 
operates with them for their mutual benefit. A 
pal doesn't expect, devotion end self-sacrifice from 
his colleagues unless he has done/ something to 
merit such generous consideration. A hero doesn't 
place himself on a pedestal; he is elevated to that 
high and exalted position because of his readiness 
to do things for others, because of his sense of 
histice and fairness, and because of his unfailing 
sincerity in everything he undertakes to do. Boys 
are keen to detect sham and camouflage; but they 
ean also discover sincerity and sympathy.

HIGH SCHOOL PSYCI 



SSTS 



What looks very promising on -the educational, 
horizon is 'he outcome of the psychology tests given 
to 54,000 seniors in high schools of the state over 
the period of 1929-31. The findings Of these tests 
which' are intended to determine college ability, are 
discussed by Frank Holt, registrar, in a recent, is- 
sue of the Wisconsin Alumni magazine. 

The results obtained once more convey to our 
mind -the absurdity of using the high school meas- 
urements as the basis of determining whether a 
high school graduate Is capable of taking work in a 
higher insUtuUon. The dispersion between those 
ranking' highest and those lowest was . very great, 
and this coupled with tho high mortality of col 
lege students who never finish their sophomore 
year, not to say the least about graduation, because 
of their failure to grasp the more advanced work, 
justifies the adoption of an entrance examination. 
Even a better move would be to Improve our high 
school system but this Is a ■ stupendous, slow and 
tedious task. A college entrance examination would 
result in the curtailment of manv who would not 
in any sense be a failure but who would enter the 
business world with a feeling of confidence rather 
than a feeling of failure instigated In those who 
have to leave college at' the end of the year, this 
failure carrying over through Hfo in many cases. 
Furthermore, It would mean that the policy or drop- 
pin; people out of school because of Inability could 
he ' abolished, for ng»In .wc cannot ovarstrcjs the 



cruelty and the ill-effects of such a move on the 
part of university officials,; 

Dean Johnston, ofHhe University of Minnesota, 
summarize ; somb of the weaknesses of the entrance 
requirements of those institutions which demand 
only a diploma, thus making it possible for all 
kinds of students to enter, when he said in a recent 
book of his. "So much has been said and written 
about the extravagance and wastefulness of the 
system that I forbear to add to the discussion. It 
robs the incapable student- of his time and money; 
it leaves him discouraged with his efforts and dis- 
heartened for future enterprise; It uses up the time 
of faculty, equipment, . and other resources which 
are bought by the taxpayers but bring them no ret 
turn: it robs the capable student of these same 
facilities because the incompetent occupy the Ume 
of classes and the space, apparatus and books in 
laboratories and library;., it greatly handicaps the 
college and seriously' Impairs the service which it 
could render to the [.public if its faculty could give 
their efforts to the education of those who are 
capable of profiting. by. college training." 

We are heartily in accord with Dean Johnston'B 
statement and we. feel that although there may be 
some slight inaccuracy in determining who the 
capabie students - axe,, the tests devised and used 
today are a rather good Indication. Better still— 
if we could turn .most of our efforts on educating 
the young while In the primary schools, and later 
in the secondary grades, we could eliminate, many 
of those In the category of "Incapables."

Prosperity Causes Revolutions 
A-few misconceptions, regarding . the 
causes of revolutions in- general and 
the Frenchyone in particular were dis 
pelled during tho course of Professor 
Fryer's lecture. For example, it was 
seen that it is not oppression but 
prosperity that results in rebellion 
This was further explained by- the re- 
velation that' the confidence, which Is 
the result of prosperity breeds a dis- 
position ■■ of self-asscrtedness .that 
finally 7 breaks out In thé form of re 
volt. : . . .. c - 

The' audience was also informed that 
the real work of the revolution was 
not done . by the Guillotine but by 
calm, sober lawyers who . planned out 
the ro-organlzatlon of state and so- 
ciety. 

All. Europe was divided Into oppos 
Ing schools of thought after the French 
Revolution, and it was the opinion of 
tho speaker that the best way to 
study .the history of Europe since 
that tjme Is to view it as v a conflict 
between these two forces.;. 

In conclusion, Professor. Fryer stat- 
ed that-we can look forward to more 
revolutions In tho future as the world 
is. even- less stable than.lt was In .the 
18th century. As these will prohahly
